Examination of city records at 
Washington, Mo., by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today disclosed that Union 
Electric Co. of Missouri paid the 
costs of conducting two special 
elections there in 1937 on the prop- 
osition of granting the company a 
10-year contract for street light- 
ing. There was a strong movement 
under way at the time for a munici- 
pal light plant and its advocates 


brought about the defeat of the 
contract at both elections. 

The city clerk’s books show that 
on July 29, 1937, the company paid 
the city $382.78, the cost of a spe- 
cial election held on June 29, and 
on Oct. 14 paid $154.62 for an elec- 
tion held on Aug. 31. 

In both elections the contract 
failed to receive the two-thirds af- 
firmative vote required to make it 
effective, and later the City Coun- 
cil entered into a three-year con- 
tract with Union Electric. 

Street Lighting Proposal. 

There was also submitted at the 
two elections a proposal to levy a 
20-cent tax to pay for street light- 
ing. In the first election this was 
on the same ballot with the con- 
tract proposal and it was defeated. 
In the second election, the tax levy, 
submitted on a separate ballot, car- 
ried. 

Efforts to have a vote on & mu 
nicipal plant a few years earlier 
had failed, but the leaders of the 
municipal plant movement took the 
position that a 10-year street light- 
ing contract with Union Electric 
would practically close the door to 
city ownership for the duration of 
the contract. 

Isidore V. Bocklage, who was 
City Clerk in 1937, told the 
Post-Dispatch there was no written 
agreement with the company obli- 
gating it to pay the election costs, 
and said the minutes of the City 
Council contained no reference to 
the arrangement. There was a ver- 
bal understanding, he said, and aft- 
er the elections he billed the com- 
pany and received its checks, 

Expenses were considerably re- 
duced in the second election, he 
said, by condensing the official 
advertisifig of the propositions. He 
said the members of the City Coun- 
cil in voting to submit the pro- 
posals knew Union Electric had 
agreed to pay the costs and that 
this was also known to many vot- 
ers.

After many years of political con- 
trol of the old Fish and Game De-) 
partment, during which fields were 
depleted of game and rivers of 
fish, while political hangers-on 
found the department a refuge of 
sinecures, the voters, in 1936, cre- 
ated a non-political department 
with broad powers in the expecta- 
tion that within a few years wild 
life would be restored, cuyt-over 
lands re-forested, and that rural 
sections would again abound ina 
game.

Thorp 
took a part-time leave from his job 
as chief statistician for Dun & 
Bradstreet to represent the Com- 
merce Department in the current 
monopoly investigation. Under his 
new appointment Thorp will give 
full time to the Commerce Depart- 
ment for the next six months. 

In the early days of the New 
Deal, Secretary Roper nominated 
Thorp to be chief of the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce, 
one of the key jobs in the depart- 
ment, but Congress declined to con- 
firm Thorp after criticising his al- 
legedly radical economic theories. 

Hopkins issued a report by Com- 
merce Department experts, estimat- 
ing that Americans received $64,- 
200,000,000 in various forms of in- 
come in 1938. The figure was 7 
per cent less than in 1937 but 40 
per cent more than in 1933. 

The figure represented the total 
of wages, dividends, rents, relief 
and other payments received by 
Americans, For 1937 it was $69,- 

Department experts said the es- 


sitimated total was not what they 


technically call national income, 
'which is the total of wealth pro- 
\duced and which in a recession 
‘year such as 1938 probably would 
be less than the income payments 
to individuals. 

President Roosevelt has set $80,- 
000,000,000 as a national income 
adequate to yield taxes sufficient 
to balance the Federal budget 
without increasing current taxes. 

Compared with the record year 
of 1929, the income payments were 
down about 18 per cent but living 
costs were 14 per cent lower in 
1938 than in 1929. 

Comment on Senate Debate.

ABOARD THE U. 8S. CRUISER, 


OMAHA, near Barcelona, Jan. 25.— 
Fifteen Americans, fleeing from the 
beleaguered Barcelona area, were 
endangered by bombs today before 
they reached safety aboard the 


Omaha and the JJnited States de- 
stroyer Badger. 

One bomb fell 100 feet from the 
refugees as they stood on a break- 
water waiting for a small boat to 
take them out to the warships, an- 
chored about two miles off Calde- 
tas, approximately 20 miles north of 
Barcelona. 

More bombs were dropped by in- 
surgent planes while the small boat 
was en route to the United States 
vessels, but none fell near the refu- 
gee-laden craft. 

Cruiser Prepares for Action. 

Seven insurgent planes started 
bombing Caldetas at 8:30 a. m. aft- 
er the Omaha had sent out a ten- 
der to take off 30 waiting refugees. 
The cruiser unlimbered its anti-air- 
craft guns for action if necessary. 
The Americans had gone to Calde- 
tas yesterday and last night to 
await the Omaha, which was sent 
from Villefranche, France. 

Capt. Francis G. Cogswell, Unit- 
ed States naval attache of the Paris 
Embassy, came to Spain a few days 
ago to help the rescue of the Amer- 
icans. He boarded the Omaha in 
the first tender to complete ar- 
rangements for the evacuation. 
With him was’ Col. Henry B. 
Cheadle, United States military 
attache in Spain. 

Fifteen refugees were put aboard 
the Badger. More were expected 
to. board the two warships from 
later boats. 

Bombs Start Fire in City. 

Several bombs dropped near a 
French destroyer, which immedi- 
ately started preparing to move 
farther from shore. Other bombs 
started a fire in Caldetas. 

The bombers did not appear to 
be trying deliberately to hit the 
warships, although they flew over 
American, British and French bat- 
tlecraft anchored off Caldetas. 

Spanish Government anti-aircraft 
batteries fired back. Shortly after- 
ward another squadron of planes 
bombed the coast, making a direct 
hit in Caldetas where the Ameri- 
cans awaited evacuation. 


U. S. Destroyer Taking 20 Ameri- 
can Refugees to Marseille. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 2. — The 
American destroyer Badger left 
Caldetas, Spain, with 20 American 
refugees from Barcelona today. 
Walter C. Thurston, American 
Charge d'Affaires, wirelessed the 
State Department that seven 
women and three children were 
among the refugees. The Badger 
is taking them to Marseille, France. 
Thurston informed the depart- 
ment he has gone aboard the 
American cruiser Omaha just off 
Caldetas, together with Lieutenant- 
Colonel Henry B. Cheadle, Ameri- 
can military attache; Capt. Francis 
Cogswell, naval attache; William

PARIS, Jan. 25.—Foreign Minis 
ter Bonnet kept a close watch on 
Spanish developments today before 
writing a speech on foreign policy 
he will deliver to the Chamber of 
Deputies tomorrow. 

With the insurgents already in the 
streets of Barcelona, Bonnet found 
solid support from most political 
quarters to reject Socialist and 
Communist demands for aid to the 
Spanish republic. 

Widespread fear was _ evident, 
however, that .a new victory for 
the Fascist-backed insurgents 


would be the signal for fresh de- 
mands from Italy to share in the 
French colonial empire. 

Meanwhile, military experts in 
Paris said the Spanish Government 
had little chance of successfully de- 
fending the rest of Catalonia if 
Barcelona falls. 

Spanish Government troops, al- 
ready with inferior equipment and 
supplies, would find odds mounting 
against them if deprived of Barce- 
lona’s war industries, the experts 
pointed out today. Besides, Insur- 
gent Gen. Francisco Franco's lines 
would be shortened, allowing him 
to concentrate troops easily at giv- 
en points. 

With Franco’s warships watch- 
ing a smaller coastline than be- 
fore and his planes raiding the 
few remaining transport lanes, the 
experts believe the Spanish Gov- 
ernment would have little or no 
assurance of a means of supply 
from the outside. 

There are varying guesses as to 
how long it would take Franco to 
mop up all of Catalonia, but the 
majority opinion seems to be it 
might be done in a matter of 
weeks, 

Should Barcelona fall and Barce- 
lona Province be occupied, the 
Government still would hold Gero- 
na Province—2264 square miles or 
about one-fourth of Catalonia. In 
the Madrid or central section and 
in Southeastern Spain the Govern- 
ment holds one-fourth of the area 
of Continental Spain. 


NO JANUARY INDUSTRIAL GAIN

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—The 
Federal Reserve Board said today 
that industrial production failed to 
‘increase in the first three weeks of 
January.

cause the December decline was 
slightly smaller than usual, the ad- 
justed index of industrial produc- 
tion rose from 103 per cent of the 
1923-25 average in November to 
104 per cent in December. This 
was the highest rating of the year 
and was about 30 points above the 
1938 low, established last May. The 
December analysis said that the 
curtailment in steel production was 
more than seasonal, the decline in 
textiles and shoes less than season- 
al, and lumber production virtual- 
ly unchanged. Automobile output, 
however, continued to increase and 
contract awards for construction 
were up.

Major league scouts who have 
been looking over the minor 
leagues and sand lots for 15 
years or more, report conditions 
vastly different from what they 
were in “the old days.” 

“It's amazing the way things 
have changed,” Ray Cahill, 
Brownie ivory hunter, told the 
writer. “When you do find a 


every 


fair prospect now, he wants a 
bonus. In the old days all he 
wanted was a chance, and when 
you pick ’em as young as you 
have to pick ’em now, you're tak- 
ing a long chance when you pay 
for signatures. 

“Then in the old days you 
could scout an entire league and 
have a chance of buying what 
you liked. Now it’s unusual to 
find one independent club in a 
small league, You learn that 
some major or larger minor 
league club already has paid for 
the pick of the small-league 
teams. Yes, that means that we 
have to pay more attention to 
the sand lots, get the players 
younger.” 


They All Want to Slug. 


Had Cahill noticed any differ- 
ence in the quality of young 
players? 

“Yes, indeed,” was the come- 
back.” They play a different 
game now, even on the lots. In 
the old days you’d find more 
smart players, youngsters who 
would out-smart the opposition 
by bunting and stealing bases. 
Now they all stand back, hold 
the bat at the handle end, and 
swing from Destrehan street, try- 
ing for home runs. And the 
most striking thing, to me, is the 
scarcity of good arms. I’ve scout- 
ed many a league without finding 
a pitcher with a fast ball. 

“What causes that? I don’t 
know, unless it’s softball and 
football. I know that softball 
hurts a kid’s arm. If a boy 
ever wants to play hard ball, he 
oughtn’t to play softball at all. 
He has to pick one or the other 
because he can’t play both. Then 
you'll see more youngsters play- 
ing football now and that game 
naturally does things to should- 
ers and elbows and ankles and 
knees. It’s a lucky kid that goes 
through football without losing 
too much speed of foot or arm. 

“Nor is pitching the only thing 
that’s harder to find. It’s amaz- 
ing how few good young catchers 
you'll see on the lots and in the 
minors. It must be that the job 
is too tough for the new genera- 
tion. The kids don’t seem to like 
hard work. But there’s a great 
field for youngsters who can hit 
and run, if they'll master the 
tricks of catching.”

GERRIG SIGNS 
FOR 13TH YEAR 
WITH YANKEES

NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—Lou Geh- 
rig, durable first baseman of the 
New York Yankees, signed his 1939 
contract today for his fifteenth sea- 


son with baseball's world cham- 
pions. 

Although the terms of the con- 
tract were not announced, it is be- 
lieved Gehrig took a slight cut from 
his last year’s salary of $39,000. 
Last year he had one of his poor- 
est seasons, batting only .295, the 
first time in his career as a regu- 
lar that he dropped below .300. 

It was the first time since 1934 
that Gehrig had no contract wran- 
gles with the Yankees. In 1935, 
when he received $30,000, he signed 
on Feb. 19; in 1936 he also was 
late; in 1937 it was March 18 before 
he and the late Col. Jacob Ruppert, 
owner of the club, could come to 
terms at $36,000, and last winter 
he did not sign his contract until 
March 12, at St. Petersburg, Fla., 
the Yankee training base.

AS NAVAL BASE, 
ADMIRAL SAYS 


W. D. Leahy Testifies It 
Would Help Fleet in De- 
fending Hawaii and the 
Panama Canal. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—Admir 
al William D. Leahy, chief of nav- 
al operations, told Congress today a 
fully-equipped naval base on the 
Pacific Island of Guam would pro- 
vide “valuable and needed assist- 
ance” to the fleet in protecting Ha- 
waii, the continental United States 
and the Panama Canal. 

Leahy testified before the House 
Naval Committee, however, that 
such a base was not proposed in 
the navy’s current $65,000,000 pro- 
gram for establishment or expan- 
sion of 12 naval air bases in Alaska, 
the Pacific, Caribbean and con- 
tinental United States. 

Leahy said the proposed expen- 
diture of $5,000,000 at Guam to 
dredge the harbor and provide avia- 
tion facilities was extremely im- 
portant to commercial aviation even 
if future military development of 
the isiand were never undertaken. 

Disclosure of the project has 
brought strong criticism from Jap- 
anese officials because the tiny 
island is less than 1500 miles from 
Tokyo. 

President Roosevelt has already 
taken note of the Guam controver- 
sy and has said the proposed air 
base, while having his approval, 
does not necessarily mean fortifi- 
cation of the island.

Silk Hate and Overalls.

w N the Jan. 20 issue of Everyday Maga- 
| poly you published a picture under the 
above-mentioned headline. Seemingly, it 
was to give another proof of “what crazy 
things are going on in Hitlerland.” But 
the fact that the carpenters and brick- 
layers who built the new Chancellery in 
Berlin wore silk hats with their work- 
ing clothes at the banquet has nothing at 
ali to do with National Socialism. This 
is an old custom of the so-called “Ham- 
‘burger Zimmerleute,” properly called 
“"Wremde Zimmergeselien” (non-native 
journeyman carpenters), These “strang- 
ere” are so called because they hike 
across Germany and her neighboring 
countries; therefore, the place where they 
are working is, as a rule, not their home 
town, They form some kind of a union, 
with headquarters in Bremen. 

Most probably this society is a rem- 
mant of the journeymen’'s fraternities, 
founded at the end of the Middle Ages, 
when the capitalistic spirit gradually su-

Gov. Stark’s blistering indictment of Prosecuting 
Attorney W. W. Graves of Kansas City, and his de- 
mand that he be ousted from office, is more than 
justified by the record. We cite chapter and verse: 

Charlies Gargotta, notorious gangster with pow- 
erful political friends, was caught at the scene of a 
racket killing on Aug. 12, 1933, emptied his revolver 
at Sheriff Thomas Bash, and then begged for mercy. 
His case was continued through 27 terms of court 


Judge Brown Harris to the Prosecutor: “You have 
let this case become synonymous with the lack of 
law enforcement in Kansas City.” 

The Kansas City mayoralty election of March, 
1934, was memorably described by Jesse W. Barrett 
in a speech in that city: 

We all remember the pictures of the hospital 
wards filled with men who were broken and 
bruised by the gangsters who assaulted them at 
the polls. You remember that‘flood of fraudu- 
lent votes. You were baptized in blood, but 
the contest was won by the machine. The score 
was four murders, 200 assaults and 100,000 felo- 


nies. 

Out of this massacre and lawlessness came a single 
conviction. One John Gadwood got a 10-year sen- 
tence for manslaughter. 

In 1935, Matthew Becchino was caught by police 
as he ran from a garage where parts of stolen cars 
were stored. He had a key in his pocket which fitted 
the lock. Nothing happened to Becchino. Some time 
later, he was chased at 70 miles an hour in a stolen 
car. He crashed into a tree. He got 90 days for 
possession of stolen property. 


Three police characters—Chariles Forte, John Cu- 
ezza and Nick Civella—were caught with the goods 
in the AID warehouse case. Prosecution was delayed 
for two years, bungled once and wound up as a 
misdemeanor case involving six-month sentences. 
Civella, recently caught tampering with a car, was 
released by the Prosecutor's office without even 
having to go to Justice court. 

One Joe Evola, a criminal with a 10-year record, 
was caught in an alley with a stripped car, the 
parts piled in his own car with Evola at the wheel. 
Nothing happened.

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A COMMONSENSE APPROACH TO JUSTICE. 

The St. Louis Bar Association is performing a fine 
public service in sponsoring a study of the pre-trial 
method of speeding up civil cases, with a view to 
its possible adoption here. 

This system, introduced in Detroit six years ago, 
introduces a commonsense approach in civil pro- 
cedure and cuts through much of the legal mum- 
mery that entangles and delays justice. This is 
achieved without impairing any fundamental right 
which the citizen possesses under the old method of 
handling cases. 

A pretrial session is simply a conference between 
the lawyers for the two sides, in the presence of 
their clients, and with a Judge informally presiding. 
By alert questioning, the Judge cuts away the non- 
essentials, establishes the agreed facts and narrows 
the case down to its central issue or issues. When 
this is done, it is most often possible for plaintiff 
and defendant to reach an agreement without going 
to trial. 

Slightly more than 55 per cent of the cases 
brought in Circuit Court at Detroit are now settled 
without a jury trial. This means a huge saving, 
of course, to the litigants in fees for attorneys and 
witnesses. And it means at least as large a saving 
for the taxpayers in the reduced cost of operating 
the courts. 

As to what this plan can do to shorten the pro- 
verbial law’s delay, it should be sufficient to cite 


Monday night. In 1932, when Judge Moynihan in- 
troduced the plan there, it took four years for a 
law case to reach trial. Now it takes 10 months, 
and a great majority of the cases are disposed of 
in 90 days. 

That the pre-trial session is no mere fad or 
experiment is proved by the fact that Boston, Los 
Angeles and Dallas have found it as helpful as has 
Detroit, and that the Supreme Court has now au- 
thorized its use in civil cases in the Federal courts. 
There is every reason to believe that introduction 
of the plan in the civil courts of St. Louis and 
St. Louis County would prove as beneficial as it 
has in Detroit and the other cities which have 
adopted it.

In National Socialist ideology, “labor is 
capital,” hence any money or capital short- 
age ‘can be overcome with increased labor, 
which will produce more, which in turn will 
permit creation of more capital by the state 
and bring in more taxes, 

For that reason, the National Socialist 
slogan which Walther Funk is to make ef- 
fective is “more work,” to be attained by 
rationalization or modernization of industry 
through labor-saving machinery, longer 


working hours, drafting more labor, includ- | 


ing women, and by increased labor effi- 
ciency through modern time and effort- 
saving working methods, If that program 
needs “prefinancing,” as did rearmament, 
the state will presumably create enough 
new capital to fill all essential needs, which 
means the continuation of debt-making. 
Besides that, however, the Finance Min- 
istry spokesmen foresee steadily rising tax 
income. Indications are that increased 
taxes will come not merely from rising 
national income but from rising taxes. 
Dr. Schacht and his followers opposed in- 
creased state expenditure with demands for 
increased taxes, since in industry taxation 
led to diminishing returns, 
which threaten industrial profitableness. 
As a result, German business fully expects 
that the plan for a capital levy, in the shape 
of a “thanksgiving offering” for last year’s 
achievements, now will be carried through. 
The trend of such measures toward progres- 
sive socialization is held unmistakable.

THEY UNDOUBTEDLY are soft again in the military sense, except 
at sea, and their aviation and that of France, by all accounts, is very 
inferior to that of the Germans, But the British didn’t begin to fight 
that time until they had come off the floor half a dozen times blowing 
blood off their lips, and they still have the same staying power, moral 
and physical, that they had in those days, in addition to a fresh 
recollection of the mistakes and terrible delays that punished them 
so badly before. 

While the Germans are bombing London and Paris and the Italians 
and Germans are doing carnage and shattering cities in France, what 
will the French and British, and perhaps even the bashful Russians, be 
doing? Reading a book? 

| But what is there to bolster the assumption that a German or 
Italian city cannot be blown lopsided by bombs from the air, that their 
people are more steady under punishment in the civilian areas than 
the British and French? Let it be admitted that the British and French 
never did like air raids and will bleed if cut and die if gassed or blown 
to tatters. Are there any people who do like to be bombed? Or who can 
take it any more stanchly than the British, in particular, took it during 
moonlight raids on London when the doormen and bobbies at some 
of the London night clubs had to stand guard to prevent brash, if silly, 
young bucks in officers’ uniforms and their girl friends from dashing 
out into the streets to chance it, as though the shrapnel from the guns 
and the bombs from the planes were nothing more than the gentle rain 
from heaven?

DIAGNOSIS: One of the common mis- 
takes of salesmen is to present their mer- 
chandise from the viewpoint of the sales- 
man. You must try to place yourself in 
the shoes of the potential customer and 
look on things from his slant. Many an 
insurance salesman gets so wrapped up in 
technical discussion of tables of mortality 
or the economy of one policy versus another, that he fails to realize he 
hasn't interested his prospect in insurance of any sort. In the automo- 
bile field, too, it is all right to present the virtues of a six-cylinder car 
versus an eight, if you know the prospect is sold on automobiles. But 
if he isn't interested in an auto, he doesn’t give a hoot about the cylin- 
ders or the economy of operation. 

People don’t buy automobiles primarily because they get 20 miles 
per gallon instead of 18. They buy because they “want” an automobile.

THEY WANT a car in order to get out in the country, away from 
the petty irritations of the city or their home. Or they like to drive 
to the lake for fishing, or take the children on picnics, or drive to the 
golf links, or show off before the girl friend, or splurge before the 
neighbors or “keep up with the Joneses,” etc. 

Even in life insurance we don’t purchase primarily for economy 
sake. Nor do we buy to protect our wives and children. We sign on 
the dotted line because “we feel good because we have thereby protected 
wife and children.” This may seem like a hair-splitting distinction, but 
it is the difference between success and failure in sales work. 

A generation ago the emphasis was placed on trick stunts for at- 
tracting attenion, and on “how to say” the sales talk.

LD people are frequently tor- 
()inrea by itching, especially in 
the winter time. No eruption 
can be seen, but on elderly skin 
it is a regular thing to find the ex- 
coriations and sores of scratching 
marks, The only reason for this is 
the atrophy of the skin tissues, es- 
pecially the tissues beneath the skin 
proper, This leaves a thin parch- 
ment-like skin. It is dry because 
the glands which ordinarily furnish 
lubrication to the skin have 
atrophied. Perspiration is also un- 
common in the aged. 
The condition is worse in places 
where the skin is in folds, where 
one surface touches another. It is 
worse in the winter time because of 
our dry close houses. The humidity 
in the American house in the win- 
ter ig almost like that of the Sahara 
Desert. 
Worst of all is too much soap and 
water for old skin. In fact, this ap- 
plies to middle-aged and even young 
skin in the United States, where we 
have made a fetish of daily bathing 
and thrice daily washing. The soap 
takes all the lubrication off the skin 
and leaves it dry and hard. 
I once brought an old friend of 
mine as a patient to a skin specialist 
on account of itching. The derma- 
tologist told him to reduce the num- 
ber of his baths to once a week. 
The old fellow returned to me a few 
months later greatly pleased with 
the results and said he had cured 
an entire encampment of the G. A. 
R. by giving them this advice. 

If these simple measures do not 
stop itching, a diet which removed 
Sugars, vegetables and fruits from

T was in November, 1912, that 
Miss Taylor made her famous 
hit in “Peg o’ My Heart,” by J. 

Hartley Manners. The play ran for 
600 nights in New York and later 
for more than 500 in London. Not 
long before the original production 
of the drama, the actress had mar- 
ried Manners and for 15 years 
thereafter she appeared only in his 
plays and under his direction. He 
died in 1928. 

“Hartley harnessed my abilities,” 
she said. “Oh, I'd already had 
some success in “The Bird of Para- 
dise.’ I had shown talent but Hart- 
ley made an artist of me. In our 


home I was never the star. He 
didn't write plays as vehicles for 
me; he wrote whatever he wanted 
to, and I adapted myself to it. 

“One of the things he taught me 
was not to take advice from too 
many people. Young actors some- 
times spoil their work by trying 
to please everybody; they listen, 
and do this to satisfy one person 
and that to satisfy another. Pretty 
soon they can’t act. 


“Then, too, you must never try 
to curry favor with the audience; 
you must do what is true to the 
part, and stand or fall by it. When 
we took ‘Peg o’ My Heart’ to Lon- 
don, I thought we'd better tone 
down Peg’s tirade against the En- 
glish. But Hartley said the speech 
was true to Peg, who was Irish, 
and so we mustn’t change it. Be- 
ing half Irish and half English, 
himself, he said no Englishman 
would really believe Peg meant 
him when she was talking. It 
turned out just that way, and the 
play had a big popularity in Lon- 
don.” 

As far as Laurette Taylor is 
concerned, “Outward Bound” is a 
happy accident.

TEACHER, especially a teach- 
A er of the beginner’s class, is 

likely to become deeply inter- 
ested in the progress of the chil- 
dren. She takes over a personal 
responsibility for the welfare of 
each pupil. That is right of 
course, and quite what it should 
be.

Once a class is promoted to an- 
other teacher the former teacher 
should cease to show any personal 
interest in the pupils unless  in- 
vited to do so by the present 
teacher.

Although the Queen is reputedly 
one of the richest women alive, with 
a private income from her luxuri- 
ant crown lands in the Dutch Hast 
Indies estimated to exceed $5,000,000 
a year, besides her annual allow- 
ance of $750,000 from the national 
treasury, the royal household is run 
almost as frugally as the ordinary 
Dutch household, and all expendi- 
tures are personally budgeted Dy 
the thrifty Queen, who makes a 
point of modeling her life after that 
of the average Dutch housewife,

the mother country itself, 
which is 196 miles long and 
109 miles wide, flanked by Ger- 
many and Belgium and  two- 
thirds surrounded by the waters of 
the North Sea.

During the morning of her 
working day, Wilhelmina usually 
receives a number of her Min- 
isters in private audience for con- 
sultation on matters of state and 
once in a while she has a friendly 
personal chat with one or another 
of the foreign ambassadors who 
have won her confidence. She 
studies everything carefully before 
she signs and she is not afraid to 
call her Ministers on the royal 
carpet for explanations when she 
is in doubt. 


The Queen's afternoon, following 
luncheon, is usuflly spent in the 
outdoors, but sundown finds her 
at her desk again and there she 
remains until it is time to prepare 
for dinner, a regular 7 p. m. habit 
in the royal Dutch household. 

Voilhelmina reigns over the third 
largest colonial empire in the 
world. She is the only living 
woman ruler of a full-fledged king- 
dom. Having ascended her throne 
48 years ago, she has ruled longer 
than any other reigning monarch 
and therefore ranks as the world’s 
senior sovereign. 

Holland seems destined to be 
ruled by Queens instead of Kings. 
Wilhelmina had no sons and will 
be succeeded by her only daughter, 
Crown Princess Juliana, who like- 
wise has a daughter, but no sons. 

Wilhelmina’s realm of 69,000,000 
subjects, scattered over three conti- 
nents, is outranked in 


still cherishes a bicycle ride now 
and then through the private park 
of her royal estate. 

When Wilhelmina ascended the 
Dutch throne at the tender age of 
10, after the death of her father, 
King William III, Queen Victoria 
was at the height of her glory as 
the sovereign of the British Empire. 
The strict, elderly English gover- 
ness to whose hands the young 
Dutch Queen was entrusted for her 
early training held up Victoria Re- 
gina aS a model of what every 
righteous queen should aspire to be. 
In many ways, Wilhelmina has pat- 
terned the austerity of her reign 
and the ascetic, hermitlike exist- 
ence she leadg as a middle-aged 
Queen after that of the famous 
Widow of Windsor. 

Certainly, Wilhelmina has be- 
come as lengendary, as beloved a 
monarch of the Dutch people as 
Victoria was of the British. As in 
the case of Victoria, Wilhelmina has 
outlived her Prince-Consort, blond, 
robust .Prince Henry of Mecklen- 
burg-Schwerin, who died in 1934, 
and since his passing has retired 
even more from the public eye. Wil- 
helmina was a young Queen of 71 
when she was married to Prince 
Henry. 

He was just as round and pink- 
cheeked as she was. The Dutch 
Queen was domineering even in 
her youth. She never permitted 
Prince Henry to have any voice in 
affairs of state. He was just as 
contented not to bother with gov- 
ernmental business and spent a 
good deal of his time hunting wild 
boar in the royal preserves. 


long before she could understand 
exactly what it meant. Until she 
reached the age of 18, however, the 
queen mother acted as regent. Wil- 
helmina was permitted no caprices, 
no childhood intimacies; she grew 
up expecting from all around her 
the same strait-laced ceremonious- 
ness with which she herself had 
been reared. 


This has not lessened the rev- 
erence with which the Dutch people 
regard her. One Hollander once 
epitomized their feeling toward the 
Queen with this homespun observa- 
tion: 


“She is good to the sick and 
costs no more than a president.” 

The royal palace has virtually 
become a national museum, open 
most of the time to visitors. Dur- 
ing the winter months when Wil- 
helmina is in official residence at 
The Hague she prefers to live at 
the rustic Huis ten Busch—‘“The 
House in the Woods”—on the out- 
skirts of the ancient capital, fanned 
by the cooling breezes of the North 
Sea. And the rest of the year, the 
Queen spends in the even more 
peaceful surroundings of her beau- 
tiful summer estate at Her Loo, 
eighty miles @ast of The Hague. 

Like the average Dutch burgher, 
Wilhelmina cares nothing for for- 
eign travel, never goes to Paris 
London, or any of the other gay 
capitals of Europe. She is happiest 
when she is at home. Most of 
her knowledge of the outside world 
the Queen acquires from books and 
periodicals and from the series of 
penetrating questions she asks her 
various ministers and diplomats 
when she receives them in private 
audience. 

The Queen is an avid reader es- 
pecially of all publications dealing 
with political science and eco- 
nomics. She follows the latest 
works publish d in all the four 
languages she knows. There is no 
Place for gaiety or frivolity in 
Wilhelmina’s makeup. The Dutch 
Queen is serious and religiously 
opinionated about right and 
wrong. In conversation. she is 
ponderously pedantic. No sparklet 
of humor, no feminine patter 
bubbles to the surface of her placid 
stream of solemn discourse. She 
bas @ gentle manner of putting 
even the humblest visitor at ease 
with @ motherly pat on the hand. 
But those who make the mistake 
of referring to her country as 
“Holland” in her presence may ex- 
pect a swift, stern correction to 
“The Netherlands,” for Holland 
is technically a name of only one 
of the geographical regions em- 
braced by the Dutch kingdom. 

Wilhelmina once confided to 
Henry Van Dyke, when he was 
American Minister to The Nether- 
lands:

Wilhelmina brought up the Crown 
Princess almost as austerely as she 
herself had been reared. Juliana, 
however, in keeping with the demo- 
cratic trend in post-war Europe, 
was sent to public school, like the 
daughter of any ordinary Dutch 
family, and was allowed to mingle 
with other children. 

After Juliana finished her ele- 
mentary studies, she was sent to 
the University of Leyden to acquire 
the college education Wilhelmina so 
regretted not having had herself. 
Strict orders were given that the 
young Crown Princess was to be 
treated as any ordinary student. 
And even then the Queen was suspi- 
cious when one of her aides in 
formed her Juliana had won special 
scholastic honors. She looked 
the aide dubiously and remarked 
coldly: “You don’t say”” 

The honors were really hard- 
earned. Juliana became a brilliant 
student. Like her mother, she also 
developed an interest in outdoor 
sports, but unlike her mother, she 
developed a merry sense of humor 
and a ready wit. While she was in 
echool, the girls of her class had 
organized a “Fat Legs Club” but 
were reluctant to ask the Crows 
Princess to join, although she was 
more than amply qualified.
